JS, SUBMARINES 
CISCO, $-44 LOST. 
NAVY ANNOUNCES 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
The American: submarines Cisco 
and S-44 are overdue from patrol 
and must be presumed to be lost, 
the Navy announced today. 


The Navy gave no details, but 
both presumably were operating in 
the Pacific, where American sub- 
marines have been taking a heavy 
toll of Japanese. shipping. 

The new losses bring to 19 the 


number of American submarines 
lost since the war started and the 
total number of United States 
naval vessels lost to 141. “Against 
those losses our submarines have 
sunk 422 Japanese vessels, includ- 
ing warships. 


Comdr, James W. Coe of Rich- 

mond, Ind., in charge of the Cisco, 
was listed as missing in action, 
The Cisco, one of the newest type 
American submarines, was com- 
missioned only last May. It had 
a displacement of 1525 tons and 
carried a crew of approximately 
65 men. 
‘Lt. Comdr. Francis E. Brown 
commanded the 8-44. It was 18 
years old, had a displacement of 
only 850 tons and carried a crew 
of about 45. Brown, also listed 
as missing in action, had given his 
address as Reno, Nev. His wife, 
Mrs. Juanita L. Brown, lives at 
Long Beach, Cal.

FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Feb, 8: (AP).—The most 
powerful - American fleet. ever 


thrown into battle, an air force’ 


which drove the enemy from the 


skies and deadly accurate artillery 
fire struck with such co-ordinated 
fury in the Marshalls invasion that 
only 286 of the American invaders 
were killed—against at least 8122 
Japanese. 

Even including 82 Americans 
missing, that made it more than 
20 Japanese killed for each one of 
ours. That ratio is the more re- 
markable considering that this 
opening blow at the Marshalls was 
struck at Kwajalein atoll in the 
center and that the Japanese had 
been there for 25 years. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, an- 
nouncing the figures yesterday, re- 
ported 1148 Americans were 
wounded. The number of Japa- 
nese taken prisoner also was un- 
usually large, 264 

The Seventh Army division, 
which captured Kwajalein Island 
and adjacent islets in the South- 
ern part of the atoll, suffered the 
heaviest casualties: 157 dead, 712 
wounded and 17 missing. However, 
the largest number of Japanese, 
4650, were killed in this area and 
173 were taken prisoner. | 

The Fourth Marine Division, 
which captured Roi, Namur and 
adjacent objectives to the north, 
lost 129 dead, 436 wounded and 
65 missing. In the Roi-Namur 
area, 3472 Japanese were killed 
and 91 taken prisoner.

RUSSIANS DEFEAT 
7 DIVISONS ON 
LOWER DNIEPER 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (AP).—The 
Red Army has liquidated the Ger- 
man bridgehead at Nikopol, driv- 
ing the Nazis from their last 
stronghold east of the lower 
Dnieper, and has captured. the 
city of Nikopol across the river, 
Premier Stalin announced tonight. 

In two orders of the day, broad- 
cast by the Moscow radio, Stalin 
said the Russians in the Dnieper 
bend had defeated seven infantry 
divisions in a four-day offensive 
to clear a bridgehead 72 miles 
wide and 21 miles deep, and then 
had gone on to seize Nikopol, im- 
portant manganese mining center. 
He reported Soviet troops also had 
taken Kamenka, in the Zaporozhe 
region, and 40 other populated 
places. 

The Germans now have been 
cleared from all territory east of 
the Dnieper except in its thin up- 
per reaches above Gomel, 

One of the Russian generals re- 
sponsible for the triumph was 
Feodor I. Tolbuhkin, hero of Sta- 
lingrad and commander of the 
Fourth Ukrainian Army, The oth- 
er was Rodion Y. Malinovsky of 
the Third Ukrainian Army, whose 
men blasted into the eastern sub- 
urbs of Nikopol yesterday while 
others moved*in from the west 
against the German garrison 
which had. been ordered to stand 
to the end.

KWAJALEIN, Marshall Islands, 
Feb. 8 (AP).—In one of the world’s 
historic artillery bombardments, 
American guns destroyed, as near- 
‘Ty as it is possible to destroy land 
itself, the northwest end of Kwa- 
jalein Island. 
, Nothing that was there when 
this blanket of hot steel fell is 
‘alive—no men, no trees, not even 
tiny crabs which were scuttling 


through the coral, nor minute 
devilfish which lived in holes in 
the reef. 

There were battleships, cruisers, 
destroyers, aircraft and a highly 
important concentration of Army 
Tield artillery. Their sights all 
pointed one way—toward a rip 
of coral beach roughly 1500 yards 
long and barely 300 yards deep. 

The sea-going artillery and planes 
began working on this strip, in- 
“creasing their battering steadily 
‘for three days until at least one 
“battleship was lying just a mile 
‘offshore and firing its heaviest 
guns. At a range of a mile you 
vcan almost feel the muzzle blast 
of a 16-inch gun. What its huge 
"shells do on hitting is a bit of 
concentrated destruction which 
changes the entire aspect of the 
countryside. 

Our dive bombers kept dropping 
lower and lower until they were 
‘at a maximum dive, and our fight- 
“ers were strafing’ the smoke- 
wreathed beach. 

‘Hub-to-Hub Artillery Fire. 

The payoff came after Army 
pieces lined up on Enubuj Island, 
“three-fourths of a mile long. In 
places there was only’ enough 
-room between the hub of the gun 
carriages to allow the crews to 
operate. Enubuj is only a little 
wver two miles from the tortured 
“invasion beach on Kwajalein. 
~ For Army artillery this range is 
so short that the guns hardly 
“need be raised from the level po- 
-Sition. But a good half of Enubuj 
Island had to be denuded of palm 
“trees to give the guns open spaces 

\through which to fire. , 
At a prearranged hour these 
guns began simultaneous blasting. 
Scores of missiles were in the air 
- within. seconds after the signal 
-was given. Thereafter for hours 
there was no second when several 
shells were not en route to this 
one tiny objective. 
I sat on the south tip of Enubuj 
with cotton in my ears and a hel- 
met on my head to lessen the ef- 
fects of the concussion. Behind 
us the tiny island quivered con- 
~gstantly. The remaining trees bent 
“ms if in a high wind. 
The blast was so great that 
Men could go from end to end of 
Enubuj only by following the

yards of beach or across a narrow 
stretch of terrain, 

This firing was done by individ- 
ual guns or single batteries, 

Devastation on Beach. 

At noon of that day (last Tues- 
day) I went to Kwajalein. There 
was literally nothing left of this 
beach. I have no idea of how it 
looked before the artillery hit, 
‘only a faint idea of what the Jap- 
anese defenses were. No tree was 


left standing, only barren stumps.| 


There were blockhouses here, but 
they are now only twisted blocks 
of concrete and steel. Those 
which had been made of coconut 
logs and dirt are hard even to 
find. If they weren't literally 
blown apart they were covered so 
that the men in them smothered. 

If some monstrous: plow had 
been pulled across this end of the 
island, furrow next ‘to’ furrow, it 
could not have ‘done a more com- 
plete job of turning the topsoil 
down and bringing up the coral. 

The bombardment left no indica- 
tion of whether this’ end ‘of the 
island was covered‘ with grass be- 
tween the trees, or whether the 
soil was hidden under / coconut 
fronds. There is only loose dirt 
thrown indiscriminately into piles 
with rock, scooped out of holes so: 
enormous they are’ being used as 


regimental headquarters. 


Col. Mark Logie, commanding 
one regiment, estimated’ his men 
found some 50 Japanese dead in 
‘their first 500 yard advance. The 
regiment on his flank réported 
about 100. Undoubtedly dozens or 
hundreds were buried under the 
rubble in natural graves never to 
be found. 

In any event, the infantry found 
such slight resistance no. Ameri- 
cans were killed on the beaches 
which the artillery had ‘worked 
over. . | : 
Defenses Inferior to Tarawa’s. 
There is no indication on Kwa- 
jalein that Japanese defenses ‘will 
grow tougher as American arms 
penetrate farther into the enemy’s 
empire, ' 

A comparison between this is- 
land and Tarawa, captured in late 
November in the Gilbert Islands 
invasion, supports the theory of 
some military leaders, particularly 
Maj.

At Tarawa the United States 
Marines met &-inch coastal 1s 
and a variety of smaller weapons, 
including numerous dual purpose 
weapons, about five inchers. 

At Kwajalein, the largest gun 
yet captured was a dual mount, 
six-inch set up (which incidental- 
ly did no firing after our sea and 
land artillery laid down its anni- 
hilating fire on the beach.) 
Tarawa had coconut log and 
concrete pillboxes in depth, which 
means that they were so placed 
that. there was always at least 
one more within range of any one 
the Marines knocked out. Kwa- 
jalein had similar pillboxes in 
depth; but the free intervals be- 
tween them were larger than at 
Tarawa. . 

The only Jap field pieces yet 
found are ancient, high wheeled 
guns similar to those shown in 
the most familiar pictures of the 
Russi apanese war of 1905. 
These have sighting arrangement 
comparable to those of the Civil 
War guns on court house lawns 
in American home towns. Some

Fortifications Vulnerable. | 

Every man connected with this 
task force, from Adm, Chester W. 
Nimitz down, knew from the start 
of the Marshall operations that 
Japan’s defenders would face 
death or surrender. They died by 
the hundreds, stacked in piles 
under reinforced concrete shelters, 
Japan's idea of fortifying this im-

On the upper. deck 
of our flagship long before day- 
light, groups of officers and men 
lined the rails, watching broad- 
sides from every type of warship 
surrounding the islands.

Moving slowly, inexorably up the 
lagoon toward the inner beaches 
of Roi and Namur came a fleet 
of great landing craft.

The Landing Party. — 

Those of us privileged to follow 
the first Marines: ashore gathered 
at the rail of R: Adm, Richard L. 
Connolly's flagship and looked 
down the side at the tiny landing

“This is it,” I said to my col- 
leagues—Robert Trumbull of the 
New York Times and John Beau- 
fort of the Christian Science Mon- 
itor—as we swung over the rail 
and down a swaying scramble net, 
and dropped into the cramped 
space of a Higgins boat along with 
a score or more of Marine officers 
and men.

Our impression, when we came 
ashore three hours after the first 
Marines landed, was that resist- 
ance had ended; that the islands 
were cleared of those Japs who 
had survived the bombardment.

While the Fortresses made their 
400-mile penetration of Germany 
under the protection of long-range 
fighters, an independent force of 
Liberators joined American Ma- 
rauders and British Typhoons and 
Hurricanes in a concentrated

Flying their fifth mission in 
eight days, four waves of Maraud- 
ers totaling nearly 200 planes 
fanned out on missions over the 
Pas de Calais area, and returned 
without loss, They stirred up little 
fighter opposition, but met heavy 
antiaircraft fire. 

One of the first groups return- 
ing from the Frankfurt Mission 
reported seeing a new type Focke- 
Wulf fighter with a long nose and 
“fast as hell.” 

“About three minutes into 
France, 15 Focke-Wulfs rolled 
right through our formation with- 
out warning and kept right on 
going,” reported Lt. M. G. Hemp- 
hill, of Jackson, Miss. 

“We were so surprised we hardly 
fired our guns before they were 
gone. Then our P-47s showed up 
and we didn’t see any more Ger- 
man fighters the rest of the way.” 

An “eight-tenths” cloud cover 
was encountered over Frankfurt, 
and navigational technique had to 
be used to locate the targets.

TO WITHDRAW FROM WAR 


Hull Says Helsinki Government Has Been 
Reminded of Responsibility for 
Continued Belligerence. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
Secrétary of State Hull disclosed 
today that the United States had 
recently renewed its warning to 
the Government of Finland to get 
out of the war or accept the con- 
sequences of continuing to fight 


on the side of Germany. 

The action, the first taken by 
this Government with respect to 
Finland for some time, suggested 
that the Finng might be under an 
Alljed diplomatic as well ag mili- 
tary offensive to force them out of 
the war. . 

The Secretary of State was 
asked at a press conference for 
information on Stockholm reports 
that there had recently been an 
exchange of communications be- 
tween the United States and Fin- 
land on the Finnish position. 

The United States Government, 


Government, as it has on a num- 
ber of occasions in the past, that 
the responsibility for the conse- 
quences of Finland's collaboration 
with Germany and continuance in 


this country’s allies, including the 
Soviet Union and the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, must be 
borne solely by the Finnish Gov- 
ernment, 


Helsinki Bombing Only Prelude, 
Reds Warn Finns. 
MOSCOW, Feb. 8 (AP).—The 
Russians have served notice on 
Finland that the bombing of Hel- 


sinki Sunday night is only a prelk- 
ude to what is to come. 

“The hour of retribution is com- 
ing,” declared an editorial in the 
Government newspaper Izvestia. 
“Soon thé Finns will regret that 


the war is continuing. But if they 
don’t regret now they will regret 
doubly tomorrow. .., The crazy 
Finnish imperialists will likely 
awaken to see the Red Army be- 
fore the walls of Hensinki.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC,

dust and smeared with paint, di- 
recting a group of Marines, Ahead 
was Pvt. Burren Walters, of Gulf- 
port, Miss., crouched beside the 
small, submerged opening of a 
dugout. He motioned his mates 
back, pulled the pin of a grenade 
and heaved it into the opening. 
Three Japs within were silenced, 
their naked bodies sprawled on 
the floor while the line of fight- 
ing Americans moved beyond into 
the din of machinegun fire. 
Turning back to the beach, we 
plodded through heavy sand 
across to Roi, which is criss- 
crossed with landing strips, marked 
by the skeletons of two hangars 
starkly outlined. Marines near the 
hangar were concentrating fire on 
a sniper hidden in the girders of 
the roof. Nothing remained in- 
tact on Roi. Naval gunners and 
our air. force had reduced the 
whole place to rubble, 
Throughout an hour on Roi 
under continuous rain of fire we 
looked over the wreckage of planes 
and blasted dugouts and realized 
again how inferior are Jap prep- 
arations for attack. They do not 
know how to meet modern 
weapons. The still forms of sev- 
eral Marines, stretched on the 
ground, testified to the accuracy 
of their small arms fire, however. 
Jap Bodies Everywhere, 
That was all the fire they had 
to give the attackers. Their larg- 
er guns had, all been silenced. 
Their air force was absent. There 
were no tanks. No modern devices. 
Describing the horrorg-of these 
islands is an almost /impossible 
task. It is sufficient to say that 
Jap bodies, twisted and mangle 
lay everywhere, singly or i 
groups, with the overwhelming 
stench of rapidly decaying flesh 
hanging over the whole area. 
Returning to the beach on 
Namur, where landing craft con- 
tinued to pour in. armed troops, 
supplies and ammunition, we dug 
in for the night in a deep ditch, 
dug from coral gravel by the Japs, ' 
obviously with the purpose of pre- 
venting tanks from maneuvering 
inward from the beach. 
Night on Battleground, 
Under rubber ponchos on the 
side of this trench, we spent the 
night. 
Sleep was impossible. Flares, 
sent up by the Marines to light 


two enlisted men of the Seabees 
alternately stood guard and slept, 
while further along Cpl. H, R. 
Gordon Jr., Chicago, leaned on the 
parapet, his rifle always ready and 
hand grenades piled near him. 

When dawn showed over the 
broken palm trees of Namur, fir- 
ing increased. Tanks again went 
into action and I followed a stoop- 
ing and dodging figure along the 
shore to a point a few yards from 
the place where the Japs had 
made their final stand. 

The man I followed turned out 
to be John Fabian, Chicago art- 
ist, going directly into action to 
secure material for pictures. He 
disappeared in the smoke from a 
burning fuel tank, but showed up 
later, grimy but still fighting. 

The mopping-up process 
tinued until midafternoon,

Few Marines Killed. 

Throughout the two-day action 
the Marines lived up to their an- 
cient standards. Relatively few 
were killed. Of the wounded many 
were walking casualties. Some, 
like Pvt. Richard Scheid, a lad 
from New Jersey, though wound- 
ed in the arm, kept right on fight- 
ing. Pvt. Fred Jackson of 8t. 
Joseph, Mo., with 20 companions, 
spent a whole night throwing hand

for use within the state, were de- 
clared invalid by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court late yesterday, in 
three test cases. 

This ruling, in two opinions, 
holding these interstate transac- 
tions were not subject to the tax, 
applied directly to about $500,000 
in sales taxes, now impounded in 
Cole County Circuit Court, where 
the cases originated. 

Actually, the decision will bar 
collection of about three million 
dollars a year in sales taxes on 
all interstate sales of like char- 
acter, according to Smith’s de- 
partment. State sales tax collec- 
tions totaled $33,695,894 in 1943. 

Legislature’s Intent. 

Supreme Court Commissioner 
Paul Van Osdol, who wrote the 
two opinions, unanimously adopt- 
ed by Division No. 1 of the court, 
said in one of them that the Leg- 
islature intended to exempt from 
the tax “all sales at retail in the 
sales transactions of interstate 
commerce.” 

The Supreme Court reversed 
Cole County Circuit Court judg- 
ments holding Smith had legal 
power to tax the transactions in- 
volved, and remanded the cases to 
the lower court with directions to 
enter judgments in harmony with 
the Supreme Court decision. 

Two of the test cases were in- 
stituted by the Binkley Coal Co. 
of St. Louis and 13 other coal 
companies, all with mines outside 
Missouri. The third case was filed 
by the American Bridge Co. of 
Pittsburgh, Pa.,. structural steel 
manufacturer with offices in St. 
Louis. A declaratory judgment on 
Smith’s authority was sought in 
each of the cases. The coal cases 
were consolidated for hearing in 

Supreme Court. 
The sie companies, while main- 
taining offices in Missouri as well 
as outside the state, contended the 
sales of coal in question were tax- 
exempt because the sales were 
made at mines in Illinois and 
Indiana for use in Missouri. Or- 
ders were accepted and approved 
at company offices outside the 
state, it was said. 

In the American Bridge Co. 
case, it was contended that orders 
or. proposals to buy, solicited by 
salesmen in Missouri were for- 
warded to Pittsburgh for approval, 
that contracts were completed 
there, and the products were 
shipped to Missouri from plants 
putside the state. 

Admittedly Interstate Cases. 

In both instances, Commissioner 
Van Osdol said, the transactions, 
necessitating transportation of 
goods from other states to Mis- 
souril, were admittedly in inter- 
state commerce. 

“Where the title was pre 
sumptively transferred to the pur- 
chaser in a foreign state,” he said, 
“it would seem beyond question 
that such sales may not be taxed 
under the provisions of our sales 
tax act. 

“The application of a sales tax 
to an event ofa sales transaction of 
interstate commerce, which event 
does not occur in the territory of 
the taxing authority, should be 
held invalid,” he continued. “The 

must occur in this state. 

“The power of taxation is es- 
sential to the existence of a state,” 
Commissioner Van Osdol_ said. 
“But when a state proceeds to 
regulate commerce among the sev- 
eral states it is exercising the very 
power that is granted to Congress, 
and is doing the very thing which 
Congress is authorized to do.” 

In the last session of the Legis- 
lature Auditor Smith failed to ob- 
tain sales tax law amendments de- 
signed to legalize levying of the 
sales tax on the type of transac- 
tions involved in the test. cases. 
The levies involved were made un- 
der department regulations and 
interpretations.

Strikes at Colleagues Who. Said He Decided 
Cases on Personal Views of 
Morals and Ethics. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
Justice Felix Frankfurter added 
fresh fuel yesterday to the contro- 
versy among Supreme Court Jus- 


tices over the interpretation of 
constitutional law, by asserting 
that his.colleagues were resorting 
“gratuitously” to a “wholly novel 
doctrine of constitutional law.” 

These were virtually the same 
words Justices Black and Murphy 
used a month ago in criticising 
Frankfurter’s views on utility rate 
making. At that time they ac- 
cused Frankfurter of “wholly 
gratuitous assertion” as to consti- 
tutional law. In another case they 
said he proposed to interpret pat- 
ent laws on the basis of “his per- 
sonal views on ‘morals’ and 
‘ethics’.” 

The latest exchange developed 
over the Court’s decision that a 
Federal bankruptcy court, rather 
than state courts, has exclusive 
power to fix fees for attorneys 
who represented in the state 
courts a corporation undergoing 
reorganization under the Federal 
Bankruptcy Act, 

Disagrees With Reasoning. 

Frankfurter agreed with all the 
other justices that in this par- 
ticular case the bankruptcy court 
should determine the fees, but he 
vehemently expressed opposition 
to the grounds the Court cited for 
its finding. 

The case involved the reorgan- 
ization of the Reynolds Investing 
Co., Inc., in the Federal District 
Court for New Jersey. Three at- 
torneys acting for the debtor and, 
later, for trustees for the com- 
pany, filed suit in the New York 
courts to: collect certain claims. 


Before judgments were returned, 
the attorneys’ services were dis- 
‘continued. Thereupon, under New 
York state judiciary law, and in 
conformity with an arrangement 
in the reorganization proceeding, 
the three sued in the State courts 
to obtain fees for their services, 
and were awarded $100,000. 

Justice Douglas’ opinion declared 
that under chapter 10 of the 
Bankruptcy Act, Congress had con- 
ferred “paramount and exclusive” 
jurisdiction on the bankruptcy 
court, 

“Where the reorganization su- 
persedes a prior proceeding in 
either the Federal or State court, 
the bankruptcy court is the one 
which is authorized to allow the

Frankfurter’s View of Law. 

Frankfurter declared that from 
the —— Congress had al- 
lowed Federally created rights to 
be enforced in state courts “not 
only by the general implications 
of our legal system but also by ex- 
plicit authorization.”

FOR COTTON BELT ROAD 


I. C. C. Reorganization Pro- 
posal Would Leave $8,243,. 
764 in Claims Unsatisfied. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s plan of reorganization 
for the Cotton Belt Railroad, 
which has, been in process of re- 
organization in Federal Court for 
more than nine years, was ap- 
proved today by District Judge 
George H. Moore. 

The plan would eliminate the 
equities of common and preferred 
stockholders and leave $8,243,764 
of creditors’ claims unsatisfied. 
Total capitalization of the road 
would be cut from $106,946,996 to 
$75,000,375 and annual fixed in- 
terest charges would be reduced 
from $3,159,045 to $1,513,731. 

One half of the total capitaliza- 
tion proposed is to be funded debt, 
one-quarter preferred stock and 
one-quarter common stock. The 
plan contemplates leaving the first 
mortgage and other underlying 
mortgages undisturbed. 

New securities to be issued are 
a single bond issue and the pre- 
ferred and common stock. The 
bond issue would be a 4 per cent 
consolidated mortgage on the 
physical assets of the road, to be 
due in 1992, covering in general 
the combined liens of the several 
bond issues to be retired under 
the plan and subject to lieng of 
the undisturbed securities. 

The issue of bonds for reorgan- 
ization purposes would be limited 
to $14,687,700 for distribution to 
claimants, in addition to $1,500,000 
to be issued to the treasury of the 
reorganized company to provide 
for contingencies. -

Army Payments for Mis- 
souri and Illinois to Be 
Made by St. Louis, 
Kansas City Offices. 


Plans for making mustering-out 
payments to veterans of the pres- 
ent war from Missouri and Illi- 
nois, under the terms of the three- 
billion-dollar veterans’ payment 
legislation, were announced today 
by Lt. Col. William Gritz, Army 
finance officer in St. Louis. 

Methods of obtaining the pay- 
ments differ, depending on the 
branch of the service in which a 
veteran served, Col. Gritz ex- 
plained.

Veterans of Army service, 
whether officers of enlisted men 
or women, who entered military 
service from Missouri, must apply 
for their pay in writing at the 
office of the Army Finance Offi- 
eer, Porter Building, Thirty-fourth 
street and Broadway, Kansas City 
(2), Mo., Col Gritz said. 

Illinois veterans, he continued, 
must apply in writing to the Army 
Finance Officer, Buder Building, 
Market and Seventh streets, &t. 
Louls. 

Blanks Not Provided, 

Biank forms for making these 
applications will not be printed 
by the Wear Department, Col. 
Gritz said, but an example of an 
approved application is printed in 
an adjoining column of this news- 
paper. It may be clipped from the 
mewspaper and used as such, he 
said, or a ceasonable facsimile of 
it may be used by the veteran 
making his application. This form 
is acceptable to the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard, or 
any of the auxiliary branches such 
as WAC, WAVES, Coast Guard 
Women's Reserve or Marine Corps 
Women's Reserve.

be was the 26th of May, 1943. 

To you, it was a heavenly Spring day 
that just had to be celebrated in some 
way. Besides, you were so bored with 
all the talk and headlines of war. 

To our men on Attu, it was the fift- 
teenth day of incessant fighting. That 
is, to those who had not been killed, or 
put out of action with wounds or frozen 
feet. 

They hadn’t slept for days; their sun- 
burned faces ached; their heads and 
beards and wool-covered bodies itched; 
their feet were never dry. The dead lay 
all about them in the fog and snow—en 
occasional Jap, twisted grotesquely in 
death, over the body of an American. 


Bet the hatte ane 
just ahead. 

They had to attack a Jap-held pla- 
teau called the Bench, which meant 
scaling a steep cliff, in the face of con- 
tinuous gunfire from the Japs, smugly 
entrenched on top. The final 25. yards 
were so steep, the soldiers had to drag 
themselves up by plunging their rifle 
butts into the snow. 

The Japs lay quietly in wait, until our 
men were almost to the summit. Then, 
without rising from their fox holes, they 
rolled grenades down on them. Three 
times new groups of Americans scaled 
up the cliff to be blown to eternity. 


And suddenly—one American stood 
alone on the Bench. With his rifle 
ointed down, he walked deliberate- 
y from one fox hole to another, 
shooting into them with deadly ac- 
curacy. Impervious to the Jap 
oes all about him, he went on, 
inally using his gun butt to bash 
the Japs as they trembled in their 
holes. . 
He was still bashing away when our 
troops finally reached him. 

_ Asked later how he did it, he ex- 
plained his best friend had been killed 
as they started up the slope and he 
didn’t remember anything after that. 

Asked by his Colonel what he wanted, 
he said since he’d been a Corporal so 
long, Sergeant’s stripes would be nice. 

He got his stripes and he’s mighty 
gratified. He did not get an invitation to 
your party, but that’s all right—he was 
too Busy to attend.

PARAMUSHIRO 
SHELLING VIEWED 
AS A DIVERSION 


Apparently Not Prelimi- 
nary to Landing, but In- 
tended to Confuse Japs 
on Plans.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 
The surface ship bombardment of 
Japan’c Paramushiro base in the 
Kurile Islands appears to have 
been primarily a diversionary op- 


eration, intended to lead the Tokyo 
admiralty into deeper confusion 
and uncertainty. 

While naval experts in the Unit- 
ed States speculate on the ques- 
tion, “Where is the Japanese 
fleet?” the Japanese naval com- 
mand must ponder a somewhat 
similar question, “Where should it 
be?” : 

A Vichy broadcast yesterday 
quoted a Japanese communique as 
saying that American forces had 
landed in the Kurile Islands, but 
maval sources here quickly dis- 
claimed knowledge of any such 
landing. 

The Navy announcement here 
confined itself to a statement that 
United States naval units bom- 
barded the south and east coast 
of Paramushiro, starting fires and 
hitting an enemy ship, then with- 
drew without damage. 

The description of the operation 
combined with other factors, how- 
ever, led to the general opinion 
that the assault was part of a 
series of major and minor blows 
all along.the great Pacific arc, 
intertied to distract the enemy— 
and was not in itself a preliminary 
to invasion. 

This is not to say that such a 
softening-up procedure might not 
start but that the time is not yet 
here. Although the American 
force in the Pacific—sea, air and 
land—has grown to huge propor- 
tions, there must be a still greater 
mustering and deploying of 
strength before so bold an at- 
tempt as a landing on Paramu- 
shiro is attempted.

HE suggestion of a “high British authority” in Washington that 
the Anzio beachhead “may be a disappointment to the Allies”

This sentiment, emphasized by comments from correspondents 
from the front, is played up in the British press today. * 


The London Daily Telegraph, 
for example, quotes a British au- 
thority in Washington as stating 
that the question why the Allie 
forces have not rushed farther in- 
land would be answered when the 
facts are known. This authority 
adds that both Russian and Ger- 
man field commanders could be 
told to dispatch a force into a vir- 
tually hopeless position provided 
the objective which could be 
gained would be great enough but 
‘we are not prepared to do that.’” 


‘Ponderous Technique.’ 
The London Daily Herald, quot- 


ing the Washington statement, 
adds an article from its own cor- 
respondent with the Fifth Army, 
which seems to confirm that state- 
ment. 

The Herald's correspondent says:

SUPPLY ENFORCED 
POLICY OF CAUTION 


By FRYE 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP).— 


“The impression I have formed, 
particularly during the past three) 
months, is that our technique—| 
indeed, our war machinery as a 
whole—in this country is ponder- 
ous.” He criticises what he con- 
siders to be too great reliance on 
artillery barrages, and lack of an 
effective answer to the Germans’ 
use of mortars and machine guns. 

The London Times devotes an 
editorial to the question and 
leaves the impression that, despite 
our slowness and setbacks in 
Italy, the campaign is proving 
itself eminently worthwhile  be- 
cause of the number of German 
troops being held down there, It 
suggests; however, that there has 
not been enough quick thinking or 
elasticity since the beachhead was) 
established. 

The latter view seems to be held 
by some expert observers recently 
arrived here from Italy. Their 
criticism might be divided into 
two parts. 

Lack of Daring. 

The first concerns general di- 
rection. There they would be in- 
clined to define inelasticity as lack 
of readiness to take advantage of 
unexpected gains. They cite the 
little opposition found when the 
initial landing was made. 

The second criticism is centered 
on the lack of initiative of junior 
officers, particularly Americans 
(the critic was an American). 

It was suggested in 1940 that 
many Army commanders suffered. 
from a psychological handicap— 
fear of public opinion if battle 
losses were very high—and that’ 
this led them toc proceed more 
cautiously than should have been 
done if initial advantages were to 
be made the most of. 

It has been the general view 
that British commanders have 
overcome this mental obstacle to 
a large extent. 

Strategists are arguing, and will 
probably continue to argue for a 
long time, whether the original 
plan for the Fifth Army’s invasion 
of Italy would not have been 
worth trying. It will be recalled, 
that it was planned to throw air- 
borne troops into Rome but at the 
last minute Marshal Pietro Bado- 
. glio informed Gen. Dwight D. 

Eisenhower that he could not guar- 
antee that his troops would be 
able to secure the Rome airfields 
and that phase of the plan was 
called off. 

One school of strategists argues 
that it would have been worth 
the gamble, for, if it had succeed- 
ed, it would have eliminated many 
weary months of fighting from 
peak to peak in the highlands 
south of Rome. If it had not, 
casualties might not have béen 
any higher than those incurred to 
date. 


London Editorials. 

Editorials in the London press 
today are almost unanimous in 
suggesting that Allied over-cau- 
tion at Anzio may have led to 
missed opportunities. 

“By contrast with the breath- 
taking Russian successes,” said 
the Daily Herald, “Italy is a dis- 
appointment... the feeling can- 
not be resisted that prudence 
weighed too heavily in the scale 
and that greater boldness might 
have been rewarded.” 

The Times of London comment- 
ed: 
“It has been asked whether op- 
portunities have been missed dur- 
ing the first phase of the Italian 
operation. The real question raised 
has been concerned with the pos- 
sibility, at the first onset, of rang- | 
ing the country inland with light 
and mobile forces which might 
eventually have been pushed back, 


The Anzio beachhead in Italy -is 
sure to be hit by a powerful Ger- 
man counterattack, military ob- 
servers here said , but it 
probably will weather the storm. 

Probably, that is, they empha- 
sized, not certainly. There is a 


certain amount of uneasiness here| 


about the situation, although as 
yet no evidence of alarm. 3 

Such an attitude  naturall 
raises the question: Why didn’t the 
troops who achieved tactical sur- 
prise and brilliant success in their 
landings thrust quickly into the 
interior, slashing German com- 
munications ‘and occupying the 
heights—why are they now in the 
position of merely consolidating 
their beachhead against expected 
counterattack ? 

The answers, from various 
quarters, reach into the whole 
campaign in Italy, but can be 
fajrly well pinned down to one 
word—supply. 

Anzio and Nettuno provide no 
port facilities worthy of the name 
—the supply is by barge and 
landing boat literally across the 
beaches, a complicated job at best, 
and particularly so when the 
weather is bad, as it has been 
part of the time. 

There are suggestions that rapid 
thrusts by armored columns could 
have cut the Appian Way, per- 
haps driven the Germans from the 
heights dround the beachhead, 
possibly have reached to the Casi- 
lini Way—what about them? 

Just this: Assuming the tanks 
have been put ashore with their 
crews, getting enough drum. gaso- 
line rolled through the surf and 
stored in fuel dumps is quite 
another matter. Setting up and 
operating the truck lines to follow 
the tanks and carry their gaso- 
line from the dumps is© sstill 
another. 

The armored columns alone 
could not have held any gains 
they might have made. Their 
principal value would have been 
spearheading infantry  infiltra- 
tions—and immediately the prob- 
lem of supplying the infantry 
would arise. Unfailing supply 
could come only from an estab- 
lished and “consolidated” beach- 
head. . 

The decision for the Allies ap- 
pears to have lain between playing 
their luck and striking out boldly 
as. soon as they rolled ashore, or 
discounting luck and establishing 
a firm base before making a real 
effort to advance, 

There are indications that the 
Allies, operating with limited 
strength in Italy, do not count 
Rome a sufficiently valuable prize 
to assume the risk of heavy cas- 
ualties to get it—they will move 
as fast as careful preparation will 
permit, but leave the bold stroke 
to commanders of larger forces, 
aiming at greater objectives, |

They are being pro- 
duced in sections in different fac- 
tories in the Reich and Czecho- 
Slovakia and are not being as- 
sembled in any one factory, in 
order to mairntain- secrecy, Vari- 
ous parts, on completion, are be- 
ing shipped to special Army as- 
sembly plants in front areas where 
no foreign workers are used.

made by Gen. De Gaulle in his recent conference 
with Mr, Churchill at Marrakesh. French troops, 


it is now apparently decided, will play a part 


in the coming invasion of Europe, and liberated 
France will not be administered by the Allied 


. Military Government, but by the French Com- 


mittee, 
Sound military strategy as well as simple jus- 


_ tice récommends these two measures. French 


troops have already given a good account of them- 
selves in North Africa, the Near Hast and in 
Italy. What forces can be expected to fight more 
stubbornly and courageously to drive the Nasis 
out of France than men who have a personal 
grudge to settle, who are battling to free their 
homeland from invasion? To bar Frenchmen 
from participating in the second Battle of France 
would have been a sheer waste of seasoned mili- 
tary material, and a mortal affront to every 
soldier in the ranks of the Fighting French. 

It would also have been an affront to place 
redeemed French soil under the rule of an alien 
military force, the AMG.

This reversal of Allied policy, when it takes 
effect, will be the best assurance that our invading 
troops will have the support of the French peo- 
ple to the utmost extent that it can be made 
effective.

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No Denials be the Japs 


Charges of wholesale atrocities against British 
and Amerfcan prisoners are answered Dy a Japa- 
nese spokesman in'a statement taking up, in 
condensed form, almost’ a newspaper column, but 
nowhere in that column. is there any denial that 
the barbarous treatment took place. It is appar- 
ently too much even for Nipponese guile to dis- 
pute the charges. All that the Tokyo speaker 
can do is to recite a list of alleged atrocities on 
the part of Allied forces. He evidently intends 
these as a valid excuse for the starvation, beat- 
ings, torture and outright murder inflicted upon 
helpless prisoners by the Japs. 

Needless to say, the Tokyo ‘counter-chatres 
will find no acceptance in the Allied countries. 
The Japs’ talent for deceit and treachery has 
been demonstrated time and again, from the’ 
Kurusu “Trojan horse’ peace mission that pre- 
ceded Pearl Harbor to the disclosure by Foreign 
Secretary Eden that faked letters had been sent 
out from prison camps reporting captives in good 
health who had actually been slaughtered:

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Light On the REA Attack

Mr. Craig has testified before the Senate sub- 
committee that the National Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association, principal instrumentality 
used in the effort to discredit the Administrator, 
was his “brain child,” but he denied that it was 
organized with any political purpose in mind, 
In his latest testimony, he has acknowleged that 
he co-operated with the association's executive 
manager, former Congressman Clyde T. Bllis, 
in preparation of a “block-buster” letter to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt using this strong language: “Slat- 
tery is wrecking the REA program... . We 
appeal to you to act before it is too late.” 

That was eight months ago. At that time, 
more than a million rural establishments, mostly 
farms, were receiving ,central station electric 
service through co-operatives financed by REA, 
and today the 810 co-operatives actually in oper- 
ation are making a remarkable record for finan- 
cial stability. | 

One fact being made clear by the Senate in- 
quiry is that REA hag suffered, but has not been 
wrecked, by being subjected to the political con- 
trol of the Secretary of Agriculture. The Presi- 
dent made the mistake of transferring REA 
from independent status to the Department of 
Agriculture. He has not made the mistake of 
acting prematurely on the intemperate demands 
of the National Rural Blectric Co-operative Asso- 
ciation. He and the public will know more of 
what. is behind the attack on REA when the 
Senate inquiry is concluded.

A Briton Views William Allen White 


He was not great, and he was often wrong, but he was a generous 


and understanding part of Jefferson and Lincoln's America, says 
an English progressive; he believed in the simple people, was unim- 


pressed by wealth or power, was as solid as a statue of marble.

LONDON. 


I have just read of William Allen White's 
death. He was the fulfillment of much 
that is best in American life and it is to 
Americans like him that all of us who are 
of a progressive turn of mind in Europe 
look when we think of the power America 
is certain to exercise in the next generation 
of the world’s history. 

I met White once in Chicago-during the 
last war and once in Washington when 
Coolidge was President. I do not think 
that he was a great man—but wise, gen- 
erous and understanding, 


He had not an atom of that illusion 
which equates bigness with grandeur. He 
was happy in the editorship of the Em- 
poria Gazette and I suspect he would not 
have changed it to run the New York 
Times or the Washington Post. 


White seemed to me to be a part of that 
America of which the supreme representa- 
tives were Jefferson and Lincoln; the 
America which is concerned first of all 
with the ordinary people and their lot in 
life; the America which is simple, kindly 
and proud to think that an humble man can 
there become a significant man, 


He Was His Own Master 


He was a cultivated person; but far more 
important than his cultivation was the fact 
that he called no man master, believed in 
the right of ordinary people to freedom and 
equality and could never be happy unless 
he satisfied his conscience. 


It was no small achievement to make a 
daily journal in a small city in Kansas re- 
spected wherever honorable journalism is 
respected and a pretty big achievement to 
make the opinions of the man who edited 
that journal important to everyone, even 
beyond the American continent, who want- 
ed to understand America. 


I think White was often wrong. I never 
understood why a man whose essential 
ideas were linked to Jeffersonian democ- 
racy belonged to the Republican party. I 
never understood why he could speak not 
merely with friendship but even with re- 
spect of Coolidge. I thought local pa- 
triotism rather than intellectual insight ex- 
plained his ardos, for Landon in 1936, 


I always suspected that the stereotype 
of America that was in his mind’s eye was 
very much more simple than the facts of 
the last generation warranted, He seemed 
to me to attach importance to the thought 
of the business man in Main Street far be- 
yond its worth. I never thought he real- 
ized half enough how much American civil- 
ization owes to Europe, above all in the 
things that give America its majesty. 


I am pretty confident that he immengely 
exaggerated the ease with which the ordi- 
nary American, above all the ordinary im- 
migrant to America, could attain security 
and comfort. 


The Soundness of Granite 


But when one has said everything of 
White that seems mistaken and bewilder- 
ing, he remains as solid ag a statue hewn 
of marble, His integrity was absolute. He 
never tolerated cruelty and always wanted 
to go on knowing more. There was noth- 
ing pretentious in him, nothing that sought 
to explain that he was really the represent- 
ative American, 


He liked simple people and simple ways. : 


He spoke to the street car conductor as 
he spoke to the biggest figure in the busi- 
ness life of America. He represented the 
American idea because he cared so deeply 
for the dignity of human beings. 


He did not pretend war was anything 
but the brutal and ugly thing it is, but 
neither did he pretend that America had 
the right to evade the experience of its 
brutality and ugliness just because it was 
distant from the scene of the conflict. Be- 
cause he was in the full sense an Ameri- 
can citizen, he was in the full sense, too, a 
citizen of the world; if his heart was pas- 
sionately devoted to America, it was big 
and generous enough to know that America 
is most itself when it gives to others. 


White was a noble representative of the 
average American at his best, It is only 
an America that fulfills his dream of vic- 
tory over Nazism that can go on making 
a small provincial city the seat of a journal 
whére men speak freely about the great 


things of life.

South Africa Goes Industrial 
: Asa Result of War’s Impact 


“The Union of South Africa,” by Lewis Sowden. 
(Deubleday, Doran & Co., Garden Clty, N. Y¥.) 
Reporting with almost lyrical enthusiasm 

upon the industrial contribution which the 
Union of South Africa has made to the 
war, Mr. Sowden looks for considerably 
greater development of the country indus- 
trially in the postwar years, and hopes the 
principal market for South African manu- 
factures can be developed on the home con- 
tinent, 

This British dominion of 10,000,000 people 
has been historically non-industrial, partly 
because of the one-time British idea that 
Britain should be the workshop of the 
Empire, and partly because, as the Afri- 
kaners themselves say, “More is ook’n dag” 
— “tomorrow is also a day.” 

Dependent almost entirely upon gold (so 
much so that, directly and indirectly, it 
has furnished half of all the Government's 
revenue) and upon diamonds, the Union, 
though rich in iron ore and coal, had no 
steel] industry until it was established by an 
act of government in 1928. 


It was not until the people of South 
Africa waked up to the fact that, if they 
were to be armed in a world fraught with 
danger, they would have to arm themselves, 
that they began the industrialization for 
war which has now reached such remark- 
able proportions, The foresight represented 
in the Government's steel industry was « 
life-saver, for this industry became the 
basis of the entire armament 

Though South Africa had never before 
produced a gun, it now began manufactur- 
ing howitzers, shells, bombs, trench mor- 
tars, in what had been a mineral-water 
works, a tube factory, the Royal Mint and 
railway workshops. Armored cars and 
transport vehicles were produced, though 
the paucity of highways in the Union is 
such that often the only avenue of travel 
is across open country. South Africa is 
making steel helmets, army boots, portable 
bridges, prefabricated parts for sirplane 


hangars, pipes, wire rope, land mines, gun 


sights.

For the long future, Mr. Sowden believes 
that the Union of South Africa “is in «a 
position to become the workshop of Cen- 
tral Africa if its people will only look te 
the North instead of struggling vainly to 
compete in the congested markets of 
Europe.” 

Thig book of Mr. Sowden’s is scholarly, 
comprehensive and often pretty dull, The 
author leans to the extreme in apologism 
on behalf of Empire policies, though he is 
very frank in saying that the progressive 
future depends upon an end of repression 
of the colored races in Africa and India.

HAVE entitled these columns on the Molotov announcement The 


Soviet Commonwealth, because 


this is really the transformation 


proposed. Having dismissed the childish idea that it is a maneuver 
for more yotes at a peace conference, I want to add that this enor- 
mous change should not be regarded as occurring for any specific 


purpose, except the ever-present ope of security through power.

must be seen and assessed inside the framework of the world sit- 


uation. 


Early in December, a speech of 
Gen. Smuts was published in 
which he proposed that smaller 
western European democracies 
should enter the British common- 
wealth. The British commonwealth 
is an attractive proposition, It 
combines mutual protection with 
economic advantages and national 
sovereignty. Its constituent mem- 
bers maintain their national arm- 
les and offices of foreign affairs, 
and even have the right of seces- 
sion. 

Gen. Smuts’ speech was an open 
bid for the extension of perman- 
ent British influence upon the con- 
tinent of Europe and, throughout 
the Duropean empires upon the 
Far East. And I think it wise to 
face the fact that the transforma- 
tion announced in Russia is a 
competition for the same thing. 
As far as outer form is concerned, 
the lines of the new Soviet com- 
monwealth closely follow the Bri- 
tish. But the content of the one is 
capitalist, and of the other social- 
ist. Molotov, in his speech, reiter- 
ated the unswerving fidelity of the 
Soviet Union to the socialist idea. 


* . + 

How Commonwealth Works. 

HE advantage of the British 

Empire has been its elasticity. 
For instance, Canada may make 
treaties with the United States 
without committing Britain. Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand may come 
to agreements between themselves 
and neighbors. The common- 
wealth, furthermore, does not con- 
sist of contiguous areas. This is 
just why the various governments 
of the dominions, unions, and 
commonwealths increasingly de- 
manded autonomy. By this de- 
velopment the British Empire be- 
came the one world-wide power, 
with all shades and degrees of 
contacts and connections. 

The new structure of the Soviet 
Union makes it possible for it to 
play a similar role. The deepest 
reason behind it is that the Soviet 
Union foresees all shades of social- 
ist experimentation in various 
areas of the world after the war. 
New economic developments are 
unlikely to reproduce the pattern 
of Russian Communism—the rec- 
ognition of this is implied in the 
dissolution of the Comintern. But 
dévelopments in numbers of states 
may be such as to make collabora- 
tion with a Socialist state more 
attractive than with capitalist 
neighbors. 

We may assume, for instance, 
that few modern and self-conscious 
states will wish to turn over their 
national resources to development 
by foreign capital. Yet there are 
states—and after this war there 
will be many such in Europe— 
where private national capita] has 
all but been destroyed by the Nazis 
or, the Nationals who have main- 


tained it have done so through 
collaboration with the Nazis. Such 
states may be led toward some 
form of state capitalism by na- 
tionalism plus necessity. If they 
are opposed in this by the Anglo- 
American powers and supported 
in it by Russia, * would only 
be restrained in drifting toward 
the power-protection of the Soviet 
Union by considerations of sov- 
ereignty. 
= > * 


The Alternatives. 

O Frenchman, for instance, 

wants to be ruled by Moscow, 
nor by London nor Washington. 
But given the impossibility of 
standing alone, he will choose be- 
tween alternatives, Many factors 
‘will enter into that choice, such 
as forms of economic organiza- 
tion, geography and protection 
against this or that possible 
enemy. 

The new structure of the Soviet 
Union presents no claims what- 
soever. But it provides’ the 
mechanism and structure through 
which petitions for membership 
could be considered. 

There are countries besides 
France where such alternatives 
are certain to be considered. There 
is, for instance, China. There is, 
for instance, Yugoslavia — a 
country of great undeveloped eco- 
nomic resources; there is, for in- 
stance, Finland, that once, under 
the Tsars, had something of that 
autonomy now offered every state 
of the Soviet Union. There are, 
for instance, the new countries of 
the Middle East, just awakening 
into national consciousness. And 
there is, for instance and in the 
long run Germany. 


* >» . 

As a student of. the Soviet 
Union’s foreign policy, I have al- 
ways been impressed with the way 
in which it reserves to itself un- 
limited possibilities within a clear 
plan, without committing itself to 
any fixed program, There ig no 
question that this new step has 
immensely widened the possibili- 
ties. The extent to which they 
can be exploited, however, depends 
not alone upon the Soviet Union, 
but upon the policies of Britain 
and America, 

The Soviet Union hag entered 
into open competition, by open 
diplomacy, for a focal position as 
the magnet of Europe and Asia. 
If the Western powers should 
think to answer this by force, they 
would be misled. Force has abso- 
lute limits in this world. Or if 
they think to answer it by letting 


nature take its course, I fear they. 


will find that a planless world is 
at great disadvantage with one 
which has a clear concept. 

The only possible answer is a 
western plan more attractive to 
the peoples.

spires me to make that sweeping 
prediction. I have examined that 
record carefully and I have com- 
pared it with the record of other 
organizations not affiliated with 
the Americam Federation of Labor. 

“And on that basis of fact, I 
hereby declare unequivocally that 
the compliance with the no-strike 
pledge of the members of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Boiler- 
makers has been as close to 100 
per cent as is humanly possible. 
You have refrained from strikes 
and work stoppages, locally as 
well as nationally, almost entirely. 

“Nor is your record exceptional 
only in a negative sense. On the 
positive side, you may well be 
proud of the fact that the highest 
awards for speed and efficiency in 
shipbuilding have been scored in 
yards where our organization is 
the exclusive bargaining agency 
for the workers. The Kaiser ship- 
yards, where the boilermakers 
have closed-shop contracts along 
with other American Federation 
of Labor unions, are a typical ex- 
ample of the high type of service 
the members of your organization 
are giving America. 


9000 Planes a Month. 

“Thus far, I have emphasized 
shipbuilding because it is in that 
industry that the members of 
your organization are primarily 
engaged. I would like to give you 
now a few figures on other vital 
items of war production made by 
American workers, Since Pearl 
Harbor, we have made 134,000 war- 
planes. That total, tremendous as 
it is, appears to be out of date. 
For we are now producing planes 
at the rate of 9000 a month, in- 
cluding a large proportion of 
heavy bombers. That is more than 
double the combined production of 
our Axis enemies. In 1944, produc- 
ing at the rate of 100,000 planes a 
year, America will be able to 
bomb our enemies with such 
devastating effect that their un- 
conditional surrender seems _ in- 
evitable. 

“Since Pearl Harbor we have 
produced 148,000 tanks, 1,200,000 
heavy trucks, 424,000 pieces of ar- 
tillery and more than a billion 
rounds of artillery ammunition. 
These vast military stores are now 
available to support the attack 
when our troops invade enemy 
territory. The armed forces of 
the Axis cannot match that mili- 
tary power, nor can they with- 
stand it very long. 


what good such a law could ac- 
complish and what harm it might 
effect. : 

“In the calm and deliberate 
judgment of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, labor conscrip- 
tion as contemplated in the pro- 
posed National Service Act would 
not add a single bullet to the na- 
tion’s war production totals. 

“On the contrary, we firmly be- 
lieve that the substitution of in- 
voluntary servitude for voluntary 
co-operation might so confuse the 
producetion program and so upset 
labor morale as to retard produc- 
tioon and set back the entire war 
effort. 

“It must be remembered that 
only last November the represent- 
ative heads of American industry, 
agriculture and labor joined in a 
unanimous statement opposing la- 
bor conscription and insisting 
upon voluntary co-operation as the 
real solution of manpower prob- 


lems. From long experience in the. 


practical operation of the Ameri- 
can way of life, they came to the 
inescapable conclusion that in- 
creased regimentation does not 
bring about incred&ed efficiency. 
On the contrary, one of the major 
factors that will eventually help 
us win this war is the incontesta- 
ble superiority of free American 
labor over slave Nazi labor. To 
deprive American workers of their 
freedom through a national serv- 
ice law would. only deprive our 
country of one of its main sources 
of strength. 


Not a Bar to Strikes. 

“It is argued by the proponents 
of this dangerous legislation that 
it would help ‘prevent strikes. 
That view is not upheld by the 
facts. Great Britain has had a 
national service law since Dun- 
kerque. That law has not prevent- 
ed strikes in Britain. In fact, the 
number of strikes in that country 
during the last year has been 
greater than ever before and 
higher proportionately than in 
America, 

“Because it will not increase 
war production, because it will not 
solve man power problems, be- 
cause it will not prevent strikes 


and because it may seriously em- 


barrass the nation’s war effort, the 
American Federation of Labor will 
resist with all its power the at- 
tempt being made to enact a 
National Service Act. 

“We call upon all of our mem- 
bers to prove by their example 
that such a law is as unnecessary 
as it is unwise. The national and 
international unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
have made a 100 per cent perfect 
record in fulfilling our no-strike 
pledge to the Government: We 


National Service Act.

ART MUSEUM BUYS SPANISH 
COLONIAL SILVER FOR $3165 


The purchase “of 16 pieces of 
Spanish Colonial silver for $3165 
by the City Art Museum in Forest 
Park was announced today. In- 
cluded were a pair of candlesticks, 
a crozier and a variety of bowls, 
platters and spoons. Most of the 
pieces are based on Spanish 
baroque work modified by the 
native Indian craftsmen who in- 
troduced plants and animals in 
their forms, 

The candlesticks, each with a 
large heart attached to the stem, 
are ornamented in relief by a ham- 
mering process. They were made 
in what is now Bolivia about 1650. 
The crozier conforms more closely 
to the classical pattern and has 
boldly wrought acanthus leaves 
ornamenting its crook. Most of 
the other pieces are of. sturdier 
design intended for household use.

When the lives of 
our sons and brothers and loved 
ones are at stake, when victory 
in this war against hated tyranny 
hangs in the balance, there can- 
not be any justification or excuse 
for any strike or stoppage of work. 
No matter how unjust conditions 
may become, no matter how sharp 
the aggravation may be, the mem- 
bers of the American Federation 
of Labor should realize that they 
must stay on the job and keep 
producing to the limit of their 
ability until final victory is won. 
“Full compliance with this pol- 
icy will call for the exercise of 
strict self-control and _ self-disci- 
pline. But labor has made even 
greater sacrifices in this war. The 
War Production Board reveals 
that in 1943 alone 18,400 workers 
were killed in industrial accidents 
on the job and many more thou- 
sands were seriously injured—a 
toll of casualties even greater 
than those suffered by our armed 
forces in action against the en- 
emy. Yes, labor, too, has its hon- 
ored dead in this war and it has 
its heroes also among the living— 
the great heroic army of soldiers 
of production who are going to 
keep on working for victory with 
unconquerabel fortitude until the 
final defeat of our enemies,”

Hyperinsulinism is not difficult 
to understand once you start from 
fundamentals. Ft is a disturbance 
of the utilization of sugars in the 
body. We depend on the burning 
of sugars for most of our energy 
and muscular movements. Sugars 
are absorbed from the digestive 
“tract and enter the bleod, which. 
has a quite constant percentage of 
sugar. When a muscle contracts 
the sugar in the blood in the’ 
muscle unites with oxygen, just 
as gasoline in 
unites with oxygen to give energy. 
What sparks the sugar and oxy- 
gen in’ the muscle is insulin. Just 
‘as the spark in the cylinder head 
explodes the gasoline vapor and 
oxygen in your automobile.

INSULIN IS secreted by certain 
cells in the pancreas. These cells 
are distributed through the pan- 
creag in. little nests or islands, 
called the islets of Langerhans. 
They do not pour their secretion 
into the intestine as do the rest of 
the cells of the pancreas, but are 
part of the endocrine system of 
glands, which pour their secre- 
tions directly into the blood 
stream. 

In diabetes many of these islets 
are atrophied and disappear so the 
amount of insulin in the blood 
stream is lowered and sugar accu- 
mulates in the blood and is ex- 
creted in the urine, 


- Hyperinsulinism igs just the op- 


posite of diabetes in that the islet 
cells secrete too much insulin and’ 
the sugar in the blood is reduced.

THE SYMPTOMS are the same 


as an overdose of insulin, an ex- 
, perience which diabetics frequently 


have. There is extreme hunger, 


' Weakness, trembling of the mus- 


cles and sweating. 

These symptoms can be con- 
trolled in the same way a diabetic 
controls an overdose of insulin by 
eating sugar or candy for emer- 
gency or a full meal, all of which 
bring the blood sugar up, and 
when the blood sugar is normal 


‘the muscles stop trembling and the 


sense of hunger and other symp- 
toms cease, 
Different cases of hyperinsulin- 


‘ism vary in severity. Most of them 


are nfild, but they may be so se- 
vere that convulsions occur. 
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THIS, OF COURSE, would be 
very serious if the symptoms con- 
tinued, but in nearly all cases of 
hyperinsulinism, the symptoms 
come on in spells. The patient 
may have an attack every day for 
a week and be free of attacks for 
amonth or more... 

The cause is not known in all 
cases. In some of the cases there 
is a tumor or overgrowth of the 
islet cells in the pancreas and 
surgical removal gives relief. In 
1940 the literature reported 10 
cases treated in this way surgical- 
ly with partial removal of the pan- 
creas with results of five cures, 
and two cases improved. 

‘For mild cases during attacks 
frequent small meals, as often as 
every two hours, keep the symp- 
toms under control. The high 


sugar diet seems to stimulate the 


islet cells and leads to more se- 
vere ‘symptoms and it has been 
found “that. a high fat, low carbo- 
hydrate diet works better.

dishes, salads and desserts. Re-. 
member to; use vegetables before: 
they wilt or become stale. If a 
vegetable shew signs of wilting, 
trim off the wilted parts and re- 
serve for soup stock. Cook up the 
vegetable, cool and store in cov- 
ered jar for.a meal in near fu- 
ture. Reheat the cooked food in 
a double boiler, covered dish in 
oven or in a steamer. 

If you have a good-sized chick- 
en for dinrier (I find the larger 
chickens better investments), save 
out.a couple of cooked pieces and 
have them at another dinner com- 
bined with savory sauce and 


cooked vegetables (fresh or left- 


over) for a sturdy main dish. Or 
the chicken can be put into gravy, 
thickened meat stock or soup and 
heaped up over a platter of steam- 
ing boiled rice, noodles or maca- 
oni, 

One of my best leftover tricks 
is this: Mix together one cup 
cooked ham, one cup chopped 
cooked pork or veal, one-half cup 
each boiled rice and soft bread 
cubes; t tablespoons each 
chopped ions, celery and green 
peppers (optional), one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
each paprika and poultry season- 
ing or sweet basil, and half a cup 
of milk, Bake 35 minutes in 
greased loaf pan. in moderate 
oven. Serve this loaf hot or cold, 
plain or with any preferred sauce, 

Buy a little extra meat at one 
time so that it will do for two or 
three meals. This saves shopping 
et and energy as well as cook- 

fuel and probably some ration 
a nts, 

Whenever the oven is being used 
for an hour or more, bake foods 
that will keep for several days. 
Bake enough apples to serve warm 
as dessert for one meal, stuff ex- 
tras with cheese, raisins and nuts 
and serve as a salad the next day. 

Slip in a pan of prune bread 
for forthcoming lunches, and a 
pan of a gingerbread mix or cot- 
tage pudding for future desserts. 
It takes only 15 minutes or so to 
bake a pan of cookies fashioned 
from icebox dough, to replenish 
your lunch box, dessert and 
“snack” supply.

HE saddest of all sad sacks

West led the king and ace of 
spades. Declarer ruffed, entered 
dummy with a heart, and then led 
a low diamond to the jack. The 
finesse held all right, but since 
East had not been foolish enough 
to put in the nine or 10 of dia- 
monds on this play, declarer now 
faced the certain loss of two 
trump tricks, and his contract. 


South loudly bewailed the hor- 
rible luck that had put all four 
missing diamonds in one hand, 
and in truth this was a bad break, 
but the pertinent fact remains 
that South had not “taken out in- 
surance,” as he could have, against 
this possible thrust of fate. One 
thing was sure: if either defender 
happened to be void of diamonds, 
it was bound to be West, who had 
bid two other suits. Declarer 
could well afford to lose one dia- 
mond trick; that being so, he 
should have led, not the low dia- 
mond, but the queen from dummy. 
Consider: If East covered the 
queen, South would win and (a) 
if West followed suit, the break 
could be no worse than the 31. 
Now the jack would draw another 
trump, and at the worst declarer 
would lose one trick in the suit. 
(b>) If West did not follow suit, 
declarer could re-enter dummy 
easily and lead a second trump to- 
ward the J-8-7, thus forcing East 
to play the 10 or nine, Finally, 
if the diamond queen was not 
covered at all, it would, of course, 
be allowed to ride, and if West 
had the king, that would be the 
last trick for his side.
